But is it, after all, paradoxical te say 

that it does not so much matter about 
the motives of public men. Good mo- 
tives goa very little way. It is better 
to have talented knaves, than fools and 
incapables in office. The former are 
likely to go right, when their self-inter- 
est does not run in the opposite direction. 
The latter will never go right unless by 
accident. The former will occasionally 
do wrong of purpose. The latter will 
rarely, by any accident, blunder into the 
right path. It is folly, more* than 
knavery, that ruins republics. Who 
cares about the motives of the insects 
that builded the coral reefs on which the 
ship of State is shattered? Or, to be jess 
fanciful, who cares what were the mo- 
tives of the Barons who forced King 
JoHN to grant the Great Charter? 
CLAY endeavoured to set on foot a cru- 
gade against the veto power. No doubt 
his motives were good: would the in- 
jury have been any less, if he had suc- 
ceeded in overthrowing that barrier, 
erected by the States against the enact- 
ménts of the populace in Congress? 
Why did he not recognize it asa truth 
that the President was the Representa- 
tive of the Staves, not of the People of 
ali the Btates; and that he was 
armed with the Veto Power, 
chiefly to defend the- rights of the 
States; his constituents. No doubt the 
motives which induced JACKSON to issue 
his Proclamation against South Caro- 
lina, were good. It none the less made 
orthodox the greatest falsehoods in doc- 
trine; and the late war inevitable. [n- 
deed, the evil effects were greater, be- 
eause his motives were good. If you 
want to launch an erroneous doctrine or 
initiate a ruinous measure, get an honest 
man todo it. Honest dealing is often 
the only good policy for a knave. Sus- 
pected by all, he can cheat no one. Bet- 
ter the knaves than the fools! You can 
manage them by means of their self- 
interest. In the main, what benefits the 
eountry, will benefit them. You cannot 
manage fool, especially a pig-headed 
one,.or one of the Turveydrop species, or 
make him know that he i*a fool. You 
eannot even Suy the fee-simple of him, 
but only a lease at will. You can buy 
the fee-simple of aknave. The greatest 
difficulty a statesman labours under, is 
dealing with the follies that always rise 
thickly round him, “as the roke doth in 
the rayne.’’ Hecan make the kuaveries 
serve him.
